N  REFLECTING  ON  CANTOR 
NANCY  ABRAMSON,  the  words 
above  of  Yehoshua  ben  Perachyah  find 
immediate  application. 

Even  prior  to  my  arrival  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  Cantor  Abramson  taught  me  much  about  what  it 
means  to  serve  as  clergy  in  a  congregation.  Her  warm  welcome 
to  me  made  a  big  transition  much  easier.  Over  the  past  few 
years  she  has  been  a  steady  source  of  counsel  to  me  as  we  have 
dreamed  about  the  potential  of  our  community.  I  will  forever  be 
indebted  to  Cantor  Abramson  for  her  kindness  and  her  wisdom 
every  step  of  the  way. 

More  than  any  explicit  teaching,  it  has  been  the  example  of 
Cantor  Abramson’s  leadership  that  has  been  and  will  continue  to 
be  a  model  for  me.

Hakhnasat  Sefer  Torah,  Dedicating  a  Torah  Scroll 


The 

SECTION 
OF  THE 

MISHNAH  called 

Pirkei  Avot,  the 
Sayings  of  the 
Fathers,  begins 
with  an  account  of 
how  the  Torah  was  passed  down  through 
the  generations:  Moses  received  Torah 
from  God  at  Sinai  and  he  transmitted  it  to 
Joshua,  Joshua  to  the  Elders,  the  Elders  to 
the  Prophets  ...”  and  so  it  has  been  passed 
on  from  teacher  to  student,  from  parent  to 
child,  until  the  present  day. 

This  year  when  we  gather  for  Shavuot, 
z  ’man  matan  torateinu ,  the  season  of  the 
giving  of  our  Torah,  we  will  have  a  rare 
opportunity  to  witness  the  passing  down 
of  Torah  through  the  generations.  We 
will  learn  Torah  at  a  Tikkun  Leil  Shavuot 
in  honor  of  Cantor  Rozenfeld  (see  p.  1 1) 
on  the  first  evening  of  the  festival  and 
we  will  hear  the  reading  of  the  Ten 


Commandments  the  next  morning.  On 
the  second  day  of  Shavuot,  we  will  also 
receive  an  actual  sefer  Torah. 

Congregants  Allan  and  Nancy 
Schulman  are  dedicating  to  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  a  sefer  Torah  which  has  been 
part  of  their  family  for  two  generations. 
This  Torah  scroll  was  originally  dedicated 
by  Allan’s  parents,  Edna  and  Julius 
Schulman,  to  the  Community  Center 
of  Israel  in  the  Bronx  in  1956.  When 
that  congregation  closed  its  doors,  Edna 
Shulman  and  her  family  decided  the 
sefer  Torah  should  find  a  new  home 
at  PAS.  Last  summer,  I  conducted  a 
small  ceremony  in  Edna’s  living  room, 
celebrating  her  gift  to  PAS  and  her  102nd 
birthday,  just  months  before  she  passed 
away  on  November  9,  2010.  Edna,  who 
studied  at  a  Hebrew  Gymnasium  in 
Lithuania  and  at  the  Teachers  Institute  of 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  had  a 
true  love  for  Judaism,  our  heritage,  and 
our  tradition.  In  transmitting  this  sefer 


Torah  from  one  generation  to  the  next, 
from  one  synagogue  to  another,  Edna 
Schulman  took  her  place  in  the  chain  of 
tradition  that  began  with  Moses  at  Mount 
Sinai. 

The  liturgy  refers  to  Shavuot  as  z  'man 
matan  torateinu,  the  time  of  the  giving  of 
the  Torah,  rather  than  as  z  ’man  kahbalat 
torateinu,  the  time  of  the  receiving  of 
the  Torah.  Some  say  that  this  is  to  teach 
us  that  while  the  Torah  was  given  once, 
at  Sinai,  it  is  received  again  and  again, 
each  time  that  Jews  read  it  and  learn  its 
sacred  words.  In  rededicating  the  sefer 
Torah  and  placing  it  in  the  aron  kodesh 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  on  Shavuot, 
Allan  and  Nancy  Schulman  are  giving 
our  entire  congregation  the  opportunity  to 
experience  that  Torah  is  received  in  every 
generation.  1  hope  that  you  will  be  in  the 
sanctuary  on  June  9  as  we  acknowledge 
the  Schulman  family  and  celebrate  the 
giving  and  the  receiving  of  the  Torah.

SHAVUOT  IS  THE  ONLY  HOLIDAY  FOR  WHICH  NO 
SPECIFIC  DATE  IS  GIVEN  IN  THE  TORAH;  rather,  its 
timing  is  determined  by  the  counting  of  49  days,  seven 
times  seven  weeks,  from  Pesah.  When  the  Jewish  calendar  still 
depended  on  actual  sighting  of  the  new  moon,  the  precise  date  of 
Shavuot  would  have  varied  from  year  to  year.  Since  the  fixing  of 
the  calendar,  Shavuot  always  falls  on  the  6th  of  Sivan. 

In  the  Torah,  Shavuot  is  an  agricultural  holiday,  the  day  mark¬ 
ing  the  end  of  the  spring  grain  harvest  and  the  beginning  of  the 
new  season  of  fruit,  celebrated  by  bringing  offerings  of  grain  and 
produce  to  the  Temple.  After  the  Temple  was  destroyed  in  70 
CE,  neither  of  these  two  agricultural  rites  could  be  observed.  The 
sages  of  the  rabbinic  period  made  a  connection  between  Shavuot 
and  the  Revelation  at  Sinai.  In  time  Shavuot  became  known  as 
Z’man  Matan  Torateinu ,  the  Season  of  the  Giving  of  the  Torah. 

In  modern  times,  because  of  the  association  with  Torah,  Sha¬ 
vuot  is  associated  with  confirmation  and  graduation,  celebrating 
the  ongoing  commitment  of  the  Jewish  People  to  learning  Torah 
and  accepting  the  Covenant.

Tikkun  Led  Shavuot ,  the 

custom  of  studying  Torah 
all  night  on  the  first  night  of 
Shavuot,  originated  with  the 
mystics  of  Safed.  The  tradi¬ 
tion  is  that  the  Israelites  slept 
late  and  had  to  be  roused  on 
the  morning  the  Torah  was 
given.  By  staying  up  all  night 
studying,  we  demonstrate  that 
were  we  privileged  to  witness 
revelation,  we  would  be  ready! 

Decorating  the  synagogue 
and  the  home  with  green  plants 
and  branches  is  a  reminder  of 
the  decorations  on  the  baskets 
of  first  fruits  once  brough  to  to 
the  Temple. 

Another  decoration  is  pa- 
percuts,  called  shevuoslekh  in 
honor  of  the  holiday,  featuring 
floral  designs. 

One  explanation  for  the 
well-known  tradition  of  eat¬ 
ing  dairy  foods  is  that  after 
the  long  time  spent  at  Mount 
Sinai  during  the  revelation,  the 
Israelites  were  too  hungry  to 
cook  meat,  so  they  ate  simply 
prepared  dairy  foods  instead. 


Some  people  eat  a  dish 
made  with  matzah  on  the  first 
day  of  Shavuot  to  illustrate  the 
connections  between  Pesah 
and  Shavuot.  The  counting  of 
the  omer  links  the  two  festi¬ 
vals,  and  the  revelation  at  Sinai 
is  the  ultimate  climax  of  the 
liberation  from  Egypt. 


Ashkenazic  synagogues 
chant  a  medieval  piyyut  (litur¬ 
gical  poem)  called  Akdamut  on 
the  first  day  of  Shavuot  before 
the  Torah  reading.  Written  in 
Aramaic,  the  verses  praise 
God’s  glory  and  refer  to  the 
Messianic  future. 

The  Book  of  Ruth  is  read 
on  the  second  day  of  Shavuot 
before  the  Torah  service.  The 
story  is  set  at  harvest  time. 
Ruth’s  acceptance  of  Judaism 
is  analogous  to  our  acceptance 
of  the  Torah  and  God’s  cov¬ 
enant  at  Sinai.

Lone  Soldiers  In  Israel 
Love  Our  Gift  Bags! 


IMAGINE  WHAT  IT  MUST  BE  LIKE  for  a  young  man 
or  woman  to  leave  family,  friends  and  home  to  go  to  Israel 
and  serve  in  the  Israel  Defense  Forces  (IDF).  Called  “lone 
soldiers,”  because  they  are  without  family  in  Israel,  these  young 
olim  (immigrants  to  Israel)  need  our  support.  That  is  why,  in 
December  2010,  we  sent  50  gift  bags  to  Israel  for  lone  soldiers. 
Inside  the  bags,  packed  by  our  community  on  Mitzvah  Day, 
were  socks,  magazines,  toiletries,  candy,  and  a  much  prized 
Apple  iTunes  gift  card.  On  receiving  the  gift  bag,  lone  soldier 
Noam  Ivri  from  Boca  Raton,  Florida,  serving  in  the  Foreign 
Relations  Unit  of  the  IDF  said,  “Thank  you  for  your  generous 
gift  package...  As  a  lone  soldier  with  little  family  in  the  country 
I  appreciate  all  the  help  I  can  get. ..Your  contribution  makes  my 
service  all  the  more  smooth.”  Lone  soldier  Avi  Charney  said,  “It 
is  very  meaningful  to  know  that  we  are  in  your  thoughts  and  have 
your  support.”

A  Blessing  on  All  of  Us 


Matthew  Check,  Director  of  Young  Family  Education 

IN  PARASHAT  NASO,  which  is  read  the  first  shabbat  of  this  month,  Moses  tells  Aaron  that  as  Kohanim 
(priests),  he  and  his  sons  have  the  special  obligation  to  convey  God’s  blessing  to  the  people  of  Israel.  The 
words  they  are  to  say  are  known  as  Birkat  Kohanim ,  the  priestly  blessing.  This  blessing  is  recited  in  the 
synagogue  whenever  the  full  Amidah  is  said  out  loud.  Parents  say  the  same  blessing  to  their  children  at  the  start 
of  Shabbat  and  holidays.  While  traditionally  parents  say  the  blessing  during  Friday  night  and  holiday  meals 
at  home,  it  has  become  popular  to  say  it  in  the  synagogue  as  well.  We  have  said  it  together  many  times  this 
year  at  our  Shabbat  and  holiday  programs.  As  our  programmatic  year  winds  down,  I  wanted  to  take  the  opportunity  to  say  that  it  has 
been  a  blessing  for  me  to  work  with  all  of  the  Young  Families  at  PAS.  1  look  forward  to  seeing  you  at  our  summer  Kabbalat  Shabbat 
programs  and  Ice  Cream  on  the  Roof,  and  to  singing,  learning  and  celebrating  Shabbat  and  holidays  with  you  again  in  the  fall.  Ken 
y’hi  ration,  may  it  be  God’s  will. 


Shabbat  Morning 

All  three  of  our  Shabbat  morning  programs  for  families  with  young  children  will  meet  on  Saturday  morning,  June  4.
